Drive  Brings  in  $1,400; 
Money  to  Go  to  Charity 

Although  all  the  money  for  the  Campus  Chest  has  not 
been  tallied,  it  is  estimated  that  approximately  $1,400  has 
been  collected  in  this  year’s  drive,  according  to  Dean  Banner, 
drive  chairman. 


The  Department  of  Health,  Ed- 
ucation and  Welfare  has  an- 
nounced its  approval  of  19  grad- 
uate fellowship  programs,  eight 
of  which  have  been  awarded  to 
BYU. 

These  fellowships  will  be 
awarded  to  qualified  students  in 
the  departments  of  educational 
psychology,  botany,  chemistry 
and  physics. 

THEY  ARE  available  to  the 
beginning  graduate  student  who 
desires  to  obtain  a doctoral  de- 
gree and  teach  on  the  university 
level. 

It  provides  a grant  of  $2,000 
for  the  first  year,  $2,200  for  the 
second  and  $2,400  for  the  third 
year.  In  addition,  a $400  a year 
allowance  will  be  provided  for 
each  dependent. 

The  deadline  date  for  applica- 
tion is  I-eb.  15,  1963.  Further  in- 
formation and  applicaijon  forms 
are  available  in  the  Graduate 
Scholarship  Office,  D-227,  Smoot 
Administration  Building.
